LONDON, March 24—(UP)—Russia announced Sunday 
night on the eve of the United Nations Security Council 
meeting that her troops were withdrawing from Iran, but 
the announcement left loopholes by which the evacuation | 
could be halted at any time within ‘the next six weeks. 

Radio Moscow said the evacuation had begun in keeping 


with a hitherto secret Soviet- 
Iranian’ agreement and that it 
should be completed within five 
to six weeks “if nothing unfore- 
seen should take place.”

“Less than five percent of these 
have been out on strike. In other 
words, less than 50 workers have 
been out on strike, More than 900 
have been working as usual. The 
mill has been operating in the usu- 
al and normal manner. 

“The so-called ‘strike’ was not 
because of any wage question or 
failure of the Company to pay 
back pay. The strike was called 
by the Union of which one Ken- 
neth Douty claims to be the head 
in Georgia. Kenneth Douty is 
quoted in the article referred to. 

“The reason why the union at- 
tempted to get the employes to 
go out on strike was that the Com- 
pany would not agree to force 
those employes who are members 
of the union’to pay dues to the 
union against their will by taking 
the dues out of their wages and 
paying them over to the union. 

“The Company feels that the 
employes themselves have the 
right to decide whether they shall 
be members of the union and that 
the payment of dues to the union 
is a matter between them and 
Union. It is not the Company’s 
business to act as collector for

try. In the light of this evidence 
he attacks the proposed amend- 
ments to the Fair Labor Standards 
Act now before the two Houses of 
Congress. “Can the South’s indus- 
tries provide the needed employ- 
ment if a 65-75-cent minimum is 
imposed upon them? The answer 
is clearly “‘no.” Most of the South’s 
existing industries still do not pay 
anything like 65 cents an hour for 
unskilled categories. 

Most of the industries in the 
Southern States, Van Sickle goes 
on, “cannot possibly absorb any 
such wage increases at prevailing 
prices. And until the output of the 
low-wage plants declines, there 
will be no force making for a rise 
in product prices. The plants in 
the big cities in the highly indus- 
trialized parts of the country will 
be little if any affected; competi- 
tive conditions have already im- 
posed the 65-cent minimum on 
them. Hence most plants in the 
South, as well as many smaller 
concerns in the more rural parts 
of the industrialized North, will 
be obliged to reduce their present 
scale of operations or close down 
entirely.”

Politics is not an exact science. 
The truest thing ever said about it was said by 
the late Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

“Politics is the science of the possible.” 

Thomas Jefferson, who lived in the thick of political fights all 
his days, said of it: 

“Politics is such a torment that I would advise everyone I love 
not to mix with it.” 

John C, Calhoun, whé had too much vision for his own good, 
thought better of it. He said: 

“I hold politics to be subject to laws as fixed as matter itself, and 
to be as fit a subject for the application of highest intellectual 
power.” 

Ralph Emerson thought less of it, saying: 

“Politic8’ is a deleterious profession, like some poisonous handi- 
crafts. Men in power have no opinions, but may be had cheap for 
any opinion, for any purpose.” 

Next to Mr. Roosevelt’s truth the most exact statement was 
a by H. D. Thoreau, thinking by his quiet pond called Walden, 

e said: 

“Politics is the gizzard of society, full of grit and gravel, and the 
two political parties are its two opposite halves, which grind on 
each other. Not only individuals, but states, have thus a confirmed 
dyspepsia.” 

A German, August Bebel, a Socialist in the old German Reichs- 
tag, left a saying which is recorded because of its truth. He said: 

“The field of politics always presents the same struggle. There 
are the Right and the Left, and in the middle is the Swamp. The 
Swamp is made up of the know-nothings, of them who are without 
ideas, of them who are always with the majority.” 

The clergy, which sometimes preaches politics, was admonished 
not to do so in 1865 at Columbus, Ga., at a meeting of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in a statement issued by Bishops James O. 
Andrew, Robert Paine, and George Pierce. They said: 

“Do not preach politics. You have no commission to preach 
politics. The divinity of the Church is never more strikingly dis- 
played than when it holds its ever straightforward way in the midst 
of worldly commotion.”

Money Necessary in Georgia {rere 2e ae nn awe 


They are very applicable to the present situation in Georgia. 

A great many persons are thinking about “running” for governor, 

The very first law to keep in mind is this: 

“Where are they going to get the money?” 

If we apply that law to a number of those mentioned as can- 
didates we can get rid of them right away. They can't get the 
money. They may be fine fellows, good to their mothers, do not 
beat their children or come home drunk. But if they can’t get the 
money they can’t run. Or, if they do run without the money, they 
do not really run, except to come in last. 

So, in thinking about possible candidates in Georgia, ask first 
of all, “Can he get the money?” 

It costs, at a minimum, $50,000 to make a race for governor. 
That is not a comforting fact. But it is a fact. Indeed, I doubt 
if a man could be elected spending merely $50,000. I know one 
Senatorial primary which cost about $500,000 to nominate a man. 
As I recall Candidates Talmadge and Arnall both reported expendi- 
tures of well over $50,000 four years ago. Add to that what was 
spent for them and it would total about $100,000 spent on each man. 

So, one fixed law is, “Can he get the money?” 

Apply that law and you automatically rid the coming primary of 
many of those whose names now are mentioned as candidates. 

One of the erroneous opinions about 


The Better Element politics is that the “better element” 


is a powerful force. As a matter of fact it is not. 

The “better element” rarely takes the trouble to vote. It makes 
few campaign contributions, if any. It doesn’t register. It huffs 
and puffs, but does nothing. Politicians publicly pay it lip service, 
privately hold it in contempt. 

Now, “the leading men of the community” do take an interest. 
Usually it is comparable to that of the man who was appoached 
by a member of the gallery at a field trial. 

‘Which dog do you think will win?” he was asked. 

“Tt doesn't matter,” he said. “I own both dogs.” 

“The leading men of the community” usually own both candi- 
dates. That is to say, they make substantial campaign contributions 
to each of the top candidates. 

The “better element” is utterly unimportant and no politician 
ever pays it any attention. Now and then it can be mobilized but 
always, when it is so mobilized, it is a fact the politicians are on 
the same side of the issue. 

There js talk of a “people’s candidate.” 

That, too, is an erroneous phrase. 

The people’s choice won’t be known until the morning after eleo 
tion day. The people’s candidate is the one that wins. 

So, in considering your Georgia politics and candidates, ask first, 
“Who can get the money?” 

Then, with the field greatly narrowed, begin your study.

Red Cross Always 
Does the Job Well 


The American Red Cross is now well launched 
on its annual campaign for the funds so necessary 
to maintain the infinite variety of good works 

which is its reason for being. The campaign will continue to 
April 4 and by that date the volunteer workers will, undoubtedly, 
have raised the $550,000 which is Fulton's quota. 

In evaluating the services of the Red Cross it is customary 
to speak of what it does for the servicemen, both abroad and at 
home, and for the families of servicemen ‘at home.” We all 
know that it is the Red Oross which acts as the “Great Mother” 
to boys in uniform when they are far from their own mothers, 
bewildered and puzzled by strange surroundings and facing 
personal problems previously unknown. 

There is, however, a particularly important service the Red 
Cross is performing now about which I am, perhaps, in especially 
good position to comment. That is the service performed for serv- 
icemen's—and ex-servicemen’s—families not at home, but waiting 
in a foreign land for transportation to join their American 
husbands here or en route on that journey which means, to 
“brides” and babies alike, the beginning of a new life in a new 


land under new circumstances. 

: I don’t know how many of these “GI brides” 
Many To Praise have, so far, arrived at: their husbands’ 
homes in Fulton County. Whatever the number, though, I know 
it corresponds exactly with the number of such newcomers who 
will, whenever possible, tell all who will listen what a magnificent 
job the Red Cross did for them when they made the big journey 
and the big change. 

I have, as most of you know, one of those “brides” in my own 
home. English wife of the son who was overseas, in the Army, for 
so long. Now she and her baby, my own sixth granddaughter, are 
with us and it seems, after a little more than one month, as though 
she has always been a member of the family, so easily and delight- 
fully has she slipped into our ways and become one of us. 

Every now and then, in conversation, some reference will be 
made to Jean’s experiences in the assembly area at Tidworth, Eng- 
land, where she waited for orders to go to Southampton and embark 
on the Vulcania for New York. Or it will be something about the 
voyage itself, or the arrival in New York or the train journey to 
Atlanta. 

And it seems to me whenever she speaks of something exception- 
ally pleasant, something good done either for her or the baby, the 


automatic explanation is “that was the Red Cross.” 
Even before they left their former homes 


On Ship, On Train (Sr girls and their babies felt the kindli- 


ness and the service of the Red Cross. They attended classes in 
their old home towns, conducted by the Red Cross, teaching Ameri- 
can ways and American customs. And, when the journey began, 
the Red Cross was there, never to leave until they were safely 
in their husbands’ homes. Even today, after the transition is com- 
plete, the Red Cross still helps, with classes and meeting places 
and services innumerable. . 

The Red Cross workers were there to see each girl safely on 
the train that would carry her to her new home. In any event, a 
Red Cross worker was at each point where they changed trains. 
Arriving at Atlanta, or any other central point, they were met at 
the train, cared for in every way, seen safely on the local train 
which would take them on the final lap of the journey. 

Husbands and families here were notified. 

There was, in fact, nothing undone to safeguard and make pleas- 
ant the journey for the girls. And the work continues. Perhaps 
100,000 such foreign wives are coming and many have yet to come. 

Will it be good for America to welcome these newcomers to 
our shores? 

Maj. John M. Eggan, transport chaplain on the S. S. Argentina, 
first of the “bride ships” to reach New York, said, “I feel that I 
have never seen a finer aggregation of young women and America 
is to be congratulated on getting this type of wives and mothers 
for its homes.”

But 
merchandising, for the most part, 
has become standardized and 
ethical. 

When I was a youngster—not 


so very, very long ago—there, 
were many merchants in country 
villages and great cities whose 
methods were much like the 
Arabs’, The secret code cost mark 
on each article gave them a floor 
price, but there was no ceiling. 
Sucker customers, including me, 
were ashamed to haggle and as- 
sumed that dealers were honest. I 
always paid the top price, say $45. 
And when I learned that a smart- 
er bargainer had bought the same 
article at $30, I felt as though the 
dealer had put his hand in my 
pocket and stolen $15. 

There is little of that business 
now. The merchant has only one 


price and doesn’t penalize you for 
trusting him. The world is still 
naughty, but it does improve.

Wallace Calls 
For Political Reform 


WASHINGTON.—Secretary of Commerce Wak 
lace has sounded a call for a much needed po 
litical reform in urging disciplinary action against 

Congressmen and Senators who split the party vote on fundamental 
issues of the day. 

But he seems to have gone quite too far in the measures he has 
outlined for enforcing such discipline 

Mr. Wallace has placed himself on record in favor of the exes 
pulsion from the party, either Democratic or Republican, of those 
members who vote contrary to the accepted policy of the party 
on major questions. 

On the smaller issues he would not have the same disciplinary 
action apply. Members would be given a freer hand to vote as 
they please. But on major questions, those that represent the 
fundamentals of party policy, he feels that the recalcitrants should 
be brought to a strict accounting. 

As to what constitutes big and little issues, a subject on which 
men will dispute, he would leave this to the determination of @ 
a party policy group. For the Democratic party, which is now in 
power, such a group, for example, might be made up of the Presi- 
dent, the presiding officer of the Senate, the Speaker of the House, 
plus the majority leaders of the House and Senate. 

The idea might even be extended to include the party caucuses 
of the two Houses, he says. 


. Under the present system ~the 
Fundamental Party Aims party caucus is about the only 
effective vehicle for holding party members in line. It is seldom 
used, however, except in committing members to vote for the party 
slate of officers at the beginning of a session. 

One way of handling the matter, which Mr. Wallace did not 
seem to veto in his suggestion,-would be for the party policy group 
to certify some legislative proposal as “fundamental” to the 
party’s aims and program and then submit the question to the 
caucus for ratification. 

Once a majority of the caucus in both Houses approved such 
a. project as “fundamental,” then opposing members in the party 
would not be permitted to vote against the proposition, save on 
penalty of being disciplined. 

In that way we would be assured of greater party regularity 
in Congress. Undoubtedly there have been too many defections on 
both sides in recent years. Where there is a close division in the 
strength of the two major parties it is often possible to defeat the 
party program when a handful of members go over to the opposition. 

It is this sort of thing Mr. Wallace would correct. His aims are 
quite worthy in this respect. 

The chief fault with his thesis, as most observers view it, is that 
he is too severe in the punishment he would mete out to offenders, 
In the first place it would be extremely difficult, if no® impossible, 
to expel a member of either party. Certainly it could not be done 
effectively without changing the primary laws of most, if not all, 
of the states. 

There is little or nothing to prevent a Democrat from changing 
his political. affiliation, for example, and going over to the Repub- 
licans as a candidate for office. By the same token an office-holder 
who has been expelled from his own party by action of some party 
group could hardly be kept out of his own party primary. 


- > What Mr. Wallace proposes about expulsion 
Impractical: seems both impractical and over severe. 

Instead of ruling a Congressman or Senator out of the party, 
thus forcing him into the arms of the opposition, it would be 
equally effective perhaps to discipline him by denying his seniority 
privileges. This is the keystone of Congressional organization. A 
member rises to a committee chairmanship by virtue of his seniority, 
or continuous length of service. 

That should be enough to hold most members in line—the threat 
of losing their seniority position. It applies to minority as well as 
majority members. 

The proposed policy group-caucus idea might not be carried 
to the extreme of forcing a member to vote for something which he 
deemed contrary to his principles, but he at least might be required 
to refrain from voting where he might be inclined to vote against 
something that had been declared a party fundamental issue. 

With these modifications, most observers credit Secretary Wal- 
lace with coming forward with an appeal for a much needed reform. 


- It would strengthen our two-party system to have responsibility and

One thing I like about this job is the mail 
that comes in. 1 go blundering along, writing 
about what I see, understanding some of it and 

not understanding some, and pretty soon the mail comes in and 
somebody, out of sheer friendliness and good will, has taken the 
trouble to sit down and tell me about their town or their county 
or the way they themselves live, and 1 get a better picture of 
Georgia and its people and what they want out of life than Il 
can get even by stopping to talk along the road. 

At hand, for instance, is an 1ll-page letter from Mrs. B. E. 
Blitch, Jr., down at Homerville, talking about the problems and 
the joys of life in Clinch County. She had noted that as 1 passed 
through Clinch I had deplored the burning of the woods, and she, 
an anti-woods-burner herself, made it pretty clear that there are two 
sides to that seemingly one-sided question. 

From her I learn that .if you burn the woods in winter when 
they are wet, first pullin® the fallen needles away from the foot 
of the pine trees, you’ accomplish three or four good things. One, 
you clear the underbrush out so the turpentine hands can move 
about more comfortably, and that’s important now that turpentine 
workers are scarce. Two, you bring on a lush spring greenness 
on which the cattle fatten—and that is important in a county where 
hay and grain crops are hard to raise And third, and most impor- 
tant, with the underbrush gone, if fire gets out in the dry summer 
months it does not “crown’’—leap high enough to set the trees 
themselves ablaze—and thus destroy timber. 

Then she went on to talk about Clinch County’s “frozen” lands—

A showplace in Hitler’s new Ber- 
lin would have been the massive 
Arch of Triumph. It would have 
been about as tall as the 22-story 
Rhodes-Haverty Building and 
about four times as wide. 

“It would have been big,”
